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1. Claims 1-32 are presented for examination. 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly indicative of 
the invention to which the claims are directed. 

3. The applicant should use this period for response to thoroughly and very closely proof read 
and review the whole of the application for correct correlation between reference numerals in the 
textual portion of the Specification and Drawings along with any minor spelling errors, general 
typographical errors, accuracy, assurance of proper use for Trademarks ™, and other legal 
symbols ®, where required, and clarity of meaning in the Specification, Drawings, and 
specifically the claims (i.e., provide proper antecedent basis for '^he" and "said" within each 
claim [for example: claim 14 (**the status")]). Minor typographical errors could render a Patent 
unenforceable and so the applicant is strongly encouraged to aid in this endeavor. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention* 

5. Claims 1-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 112, second paraeraph , as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as the invention. The scope of meaning of the following claim language is not clear: 

6. Per 1, and any other claims over looked using the same, "adapted to" language suggests or 
makes optional but does not require steps to be performed nor limit a claim to a particular 
structure and thus does not limit the scope of a claim or claim limitation (see MPEP 2106 
(11(C))). Therefore, the claim scope is open ended without meets and bounds and thus indefinite. 

7. Claims 9, claim 17, and claim 25 each recite "periodically checking the active session for the 
user, the active session associated with a port, the user identified on said port" is vague and 
indefinite since there is a closed loop. Specifically, when viewed in the reverse, since the user is 
identified on the port and the port is associated with an active session then the user is always 
in/on/using/associated-with the active session. The claim suggests, via "periodically checking", 
a potential for a dynamic port hop from one port, and thus session, to another, but the claims set 
forth a static connection. Thus, essential limitations is/are missing from the claims. 

8. The claims are allowable over the art of record since the art of record fails to teach or 
remotely suggest "periodically checking the active session for the user, the active session 
associated with a port, the user identified on said port".
